"We believe this course Is In 
the best Interest of Kaiser 
Steel's employes, Us 10,000 
stockholders, Its suppliers, 
steel consumers In the west, 
the defense program and the 
National economy," Kulser's 
statement said. 

The Kaiser Increase of 17', 
cents an hour with other bone 
fits is In line with recommenda 
tions of the Wage Stabllizatio 
Board. The controversial union 
shop recommendation of the 
Board was not ah issue since 
such a contract has been In op­ 
eration at Fontana since 1946. 

The Colurpbia plant here has
